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Winchester’s Good Fortune 


To Have Community Building 
Intended For All Purposes 


Is Possible Through 
Some Large Gifts 


The earnest efforts of Rev. 
George Truman Carl of the Win- 
chester Federated church to se- 
cure a community building or 
hall for that town has been re- 
warded, Some time ago a gift for 
$10,000 was made for the pur- 
pose from an anonymous con- 


tributor and now. Governor 
Francis P. Murpby of New 
Hampshire who was recently 


elected chief executive of the 
state and who was born in Win- 
chester gives another $10,000 in 
the memory of his mother. The 
old home where Governor Mur- 
phy was born still stands south 
of the, village on the road to 
Northfield. 

The community building will 
be erected in a place convenient 
of access to all the people, above 
amy possibility of flooding by 
high waters and where consider- 
able land can be had to be util- 
ized for playground and sport 
purposes. 

The building will contain one 
good-sized hall and several small- 
er rooms and requests for plans 

. and specifications will be made 
soon. It will be used to meet the 
needs of all organizations and 
individuals for all purposes and 
will be so consrtucted with this 
in mind. 

No preferred groups will mon- 
opolize its use and it will be in 
the permanent control of a com- 
mittee representative of all the 
churches, organizations, town 
and individuals. 

The effort will be strictly a 
community affair and Rev. Mr. 
Carl will work out fully its de- 
velopment. Its use will doubtless 
be without profit and only actual 
expense will have to be covered 
ss in other similar projects else- 
where. 

Winchester is to be congratu- 
‘lated and Mr. Carl’s efforts ap- 
preciated. A fine job is being ac- 
complished which affords an in- 
spiration and an example for 
other communities to follow.
